Conditions for good foot- 
ball were far from ideal with 
a strong gusting wind and a 
heavy, and in places very 
muddy ground, 

Chalfont had the benefit of the 
strong wind in the first half but in 
three minutes they were a goal 
down, Dylan Evans collected a 
misplaced pass inside the Chal- 
ont half made ground and pass- 
ed to Derck Harris on the left of 
the penalty area, Harris's pace 
took him past Jim Lofty and he 
centred hard and low to Graham 
MacKenzie who had made an in- 
telligent run down the centre of 
the field. 

The two Chalfont central 
defenders were left stranded by
